ANOTHER SEASON has come and gone with its varied 

fortunes, and every cantaloupe grower has had another 

Opportunity to gain new lessons of experience. Yet, 
after years of careful efforts, he cannot always be assured of success, for there are some elements 
over which he has no control. Before you begin a study of this Manual, we want to use a few 
lines in discussing one of these elements*over which the grower has no control. 


The seed business is done entirely on confidence. The grower’s source of seed must be 
one in which he places full confidence that he will get what he pays for. When you buy seed, 
you are buying two things: first, the seed that you plant in the ground to grow your crops, 
and second, you get a promise from the seedsman that the seed is what you want. This promise 
cannot be fulfilled until harvest after a season of hard work. The promise is of equal impor- 
tance to the seed you buy. 





While the grower can control the element of care given in producing cantaloupes, and 
can regulate the methods of harvesting, that grower has no control over his seed supply except 
that he locates and buys seed from a reliable seed producer. Since one of the most smportant 
factors in growing a good crop is the seed that is used, every farmer must be certain that he 
buys pure seed of high quality. 


Our long experience in developing and producing cantaloupe seed is your assurance that 
seed bought from us will be the finest that it is possible to secure. The reputation and confi- 
dence that we enjoy is your assurance that the promises we make regarding our seed will be 
fulfilled in your harvest. 


Haud-cut Seed 


All our seed is hand-selected and hand-cut to insure quality, purity and selection. -Each separate 
melon is inspected at least twice before it is saved for seed. We grow and harvest all our own 
seed, giving it our close personal supervision at every stage of growing, harvesting, milling 
and shipping. While these methods are more expensive than less careful methods of producing 
seed, they are the only methods that insure the seed you buy will give the best results.

Costing Prices. 


As this catalog is prepared, it appears that the government will place ceiling prices on certain 
vegetable seeds, but just what seeds will be affected or what the ceilings may be is not known 
at the time this catalog is printed. If ceiling prices, as established by the government, necessi- 
tate it, our prices will be changed to meet these requirements. However, we have prepared our 
prices as carefully and as fairly as possible. Therefore, regardless of what the ceiling prices 
may be, we will make no increases in our prices as listed. On the other hand, if the govern- 
ment requires it, our prices will be lowered to conform with any ceilings that may be below 
what we have set in this catalog. 


Cantaloupe rbercage Luotas 


Last season the government asked for certain quotas on all crops. Some quotas on essential 
crops were considerably-higher than the normal acreage. Quotas on other crops were reduced 
below normal. Cantaloupe growers were asked to reduce their plantings in 1943, and these 
growers conformed with the government request. The 1943 cantaloupe acreage almost exactly 
conformed with the quota established for this crop. 


Since we specialize in cantaloupe seed, the reduction in commercial acreages naturally has 
an affect upon our volume of business. We have gladly assisted in this food program of the 
government, and in our last year’s catalog we urged against any increases in cantaloupe acre- 
ages. This season again we urge compliance with governmental requests on quotas for different 
foods. The reasons for compliance are so readily seen and understood that it is unnecessary to . 
repeat them here. 


Regarding cantaloupes in particular, while reduced quotas have been assigned, the govern- 
ment has stated that there is no objection to. their production if such production does not 
interfere with the growing of essential food crops as outlined by the Department of Agriculture. 
This attitude of the government, coupled with the fact that cantaloupes rank well in the ‘vita- 
min charts, should encourage the cantaloupe grower to produce up to the limit of the quota. 
On a vitamin chart prepared by the Department of Agriculture, in a list of 23 vegetables, 
cantaloupes rank 12th in vitamin A, rank 15th in vitamin B1, rank 7th in vitamin C, and rank 
1ith in vitamin G. This chart demonstrates that cantaloupes have a distinct contribution to 
make to our food supply. 4

Four Fifty 


ANOTHER FINE CANTALOUPE has been added to the long list of new varieties introduced by 
the Rocky Ford Cantaloupe Seed Breeders Association. We are justly proud of some of our 
earlier introductions of new cantaloupes, such as the Hale’s Best, which have been universally 
acclaimed. In the new “Four-Fifty”” we believe we have another melon with a great future. 


Exacting field tests of the “4-50’’ have been conducted for the past three years and 
this new melon has proven highly successful. The ‘‘Four-Fifty” is an oval melon with a dark 
skin covered by a heavy net. The flesh is salmon colored and has a high sugar content. The 
vines are vigorous in growth, have resistance to mildew, are dark green in color, and produce 
a heavy set of melons that mature in about 98 days. The ‘4-50’ will average a jumbo 36 in 
size, measuring about 61/4 by 6 inches, and weighing about 4 pounds. The cavity is small and 
tightly filled with seed. One of the most important characteristics of the new ‘‘Four-Fifty”’ 
is its ability to ripen on the vine and still hold up in prime edible condition for several days. 
The experience of the past few years has shown time after time that ripe melons overlooked 
in the field are still in good condition on the following day or even on the third day. Every 


cantaloupe grower will immediately appreciate the importance of this characteristic of the 
“4-50.” 


The ‘“Four-Fifty’” has been planted in the Rocky Ford district and in the Imperial Valley, 
California, district for the past three years. Growers in these districts, having seen the “4-50” 
under actual commercial growing conditions, are enthusiastic about it, and we have already 
booked orders for many thousands of pounds of seed of ‘this variety. Despite this heavy early 
demand for seed, we have a sufficient supply to offer the ‘‘Four-Fifty’’ in limited amounts to 
everyone. 


With the permission of the originator, we are introducing the “4-50” this season for the 
first time, but our successful experience with’ this melon permits us to recommend it to you 
without any reservations.

The fine flavor of 
this melon, which is a development from the Pride of Wisconsin, has been the factor largely 
accounting for its growing popularity. The Queen of Colorado is a cross between the Honey 
Rock and the Hearts of Gold. It combines the thick, tough rind of the Honey Rock with the 
excellent eating qualities of the Hearts of Gold. The rind is hard and pearl gray in color, 
loosely netted, slightly ribbed, and ripens to a yellowish shade. The flesh is unusually thick, 
and the triangular seed cavity is small-and solidly filled. The solid orange flesh does not soften 
prematurely, but holds up for several days, permitting marketing without undue loss. The 
melons are slightly larger than the Honey Rock, usually weighing about five pounds. The 
Queen of Colorado matures in 85 to 90 days. This melon will stand shipping for moderate 
distances and makes a splendid melon for home and market gardeners. 


The Queen of Colorado has become a favorite in the Central and Eastern states rig the 
grower who wants a melon of the Muskmelon type. Its superiority in flavor has created a 
demand for it from the buyers. 


Our supply of the Queen of Colorado seed has been grown and harvested by ourselves 
from select stock. All the seed that we offer has been hand-cut to insure its quality and purity.

THE MILDEW RESISTANT No. 45 is an outstanding example of scientific cantaloupe breeding 
and is now the standard melon among the mildew resistant varieties. With the single excep- 
tion of the Hale’s Best, the No. 45 is probably the most widely planted strains of cantaloupes. 
It has been adopted by practically all Western cantaloupe sections, but is now being superseded 
in some of them by the D-2 and new 4-50. Many Eastern and Southern cantaloupe growing 
districts have also found the No. 45 the finest melon available for shipping purposes. 


The No. 45 was developed by Dr. J. C. Jagger of the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
Since the No. 112 Hale’s Best was used in the original crosses to develop the No. 45, this 
Mildew Resistant cantaloupe is somewhat similar to the Hale’s Best. The true No. 45 is 
slightly oblong, well netted and solid. Picked vine-ripened on a full slip, it can be shipped 
long distances. without any breakdown of the solid, firm flesh. The flesh is salmon colored, 
firm textured and sweet. The cavity is small and compactly filled with seed. The vines are 
vigorous and prolific, producing a 12 pack jumbo melon maturing about a week to 10 days 
later than the Hale’s Best. 


While the Mildew Resistant No. 45 was originally developed to cope with the infestations 
of mildew in sections of California, the vigor and shipping qualities of this cantaloupe has 
led to its adoption by many other districts in other parts of the country. The vigorous vines, 
which helped the No. 45 resist mildew, make it a valuable melon for any district. Its shipping 
qualities, the fact that it can be vine ripened and still hold up under shipping conditions, are 
valuable assets for any cantaloupe grower. Its fine flavor makes for its popularity on the 
markets and results in a ready sale.

THE D-2 produces a cantaloupe that is earlier and slightly larger than the Mildew Resist- 
ant No. 45. Having developed the D-2 ourselves, we have been working with it since our 
introduction of this melon, and we believe that our careful selections have steadily improved 
its qualities. For the grower who needs a vigorous resistant melon, we can sincerely recom- 
mend the D-2. 


The D-2 is one of the earliest of the resistant strains, and will mature about seven days 
later than the Hale’s Best. The melons are heavily netted, very solid, and will hold up under 
shipping for long distances. The flesh is a beautiful salmon color, of fine quality, and the 
triangular cavity is well filled. The vines are vigorous and are heavy yielders. 


The D-2 cantaloupe was developed to help solve the problem of mildew in infested dis- 
tricts, and has been successful in this purpose. For the districts needing a strong resistant 
cantaloupe, the D-2 is very valuable. For districts where mildew is not a problem, we suggest 
the use of the earlier and more uniform Seed Breeders and Nine Thirty-Six or the smaller 
more uniform No. 45. 


As the D-2 is not as widely used as some other varieties, we do not produce as large a 
quantity of seed of this variety as we do some others. As a result, our supply of the D-2 
cantaloupe seed is somewhat limited. May we suggest, therefore, that if you intend to use the 
D-2 thts season that you get your order to us as soon as possible so that you may be assured 
of a supply of seed of the D-2.

THE WHITE-SEEDED PINK PEARL is a moderately late melon, in season a few days later than the 
Hale’s Best. The fruits are slightly larger than commercial sizes, running to jumbo thirty-sixes. 
It is a short oval in shape, with a heavy thick netting distributed uniformly over the entire 
fruit. The skin color is a pale grayish green. The flesh is thick and a deep pink in color, firm 
and moderately juicy. The Pink Pearl is sweet, highly flavored and pleasantly aromatic. The 
seed is unusual in that it is a pure white instead of the yellow that usually characterizes the 
cantaloupe seed. The cavity containing the seed is small and compactly filled. 


The White-Seeded Pink Pearl has excellent shipping qualities, making it a good com- 
mercial cantaloupe. Its striking appearance and excellent quality have brought it popularity 
as a home and market garden melon. All these characteristics have resulted in certain sections 
specializing in this cantaloupe with great success. 


The seed of the Pink Pearl is.rather difficult to handle in harvesting because of its light 
weight, and hence many seed firms do not offer this variety. Following our practice of giving 
the greatest service possible, we grow the White-Seeded Pink Pearl for the benefit of those 
growers who have developed their own specialized market for it.

SWEET CORN should be planted after all danger of frost has past and the soil has become warm. 
Plantings should be made in succession every two weeks, or, better still, use different varieties 
that mature at different dates. One pound of seed will plant about 200 feet of row. The rows 
should be three or four feet apart and the seed planted four to six inches apart in the row, 
later thinning to 12 inches. In hill plantings the hill should be three to four feet each way, 
with six to eight kernels planted to the hill, thinned later to four plants to the hill. Corn 
should be planted in blocks rather than in a single long row to insure pollination.
